May 16", 2017

The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at
9:00 AM on Tuesday, May 16", 2017, with Bob Beck, Jim Cary and Tom Broeker present.

Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously.

Meet with Department Heads: Conservation Director Chris Lee reported the Youth Jamboree held at Big
Hollow last weekend had a good turnout. Approximately 1,000 attended, 500 were kids. The weather was great.
He thanked the more than 100 hundred volunteers who organized the event. All of the interns will be starting next
week. This will give them a full staff for the summer season. Community Services Director Ken Hyndman reported
on the SEIL Governing Board meeting. The SEIL CEO mentioned SF 504 was passed and signed by the Governor.
This equalizes our cap for levy capacity and regions must spend down fund balances to 20% of projected
expenditures. Counties wanting to recertify their FY18 budget have 30 days. A re-evaluation will be in FY2020.
The amended SEIL 28E was signed by the Governing Board. This will enable pooling of funds and either county
employees or regional employees. They discussed buildings purchased by MHDS (Fund 10) dollars. The SEIL
CEO received information from the State Auditor’s Office stating a building purchased with Fund 10 dollars can be
purchased by the County’s General Fund and then Fund 10 can rent the building back. County Attorney Amy
Beavers reported her office is gearing up for the move to the new office. Movers are moving the filing system
today. Their computers and phone system will be down later today and Wednesday. They should be completely
moved by Thursday morning and thanked all of the departments for helping them move. Public Health
Administrator Christa Poggemiller reported Public Health will have a meeting on May 18" at GRMC. Safety
Director Angie Vaughan reported things were going well. Jail Administrator Doug Ervine reported they have 90
inmates. They had to borrow some deputies to transport some inmates to scheduled hearings, etc. Supervisor Tom
Broeker attended a Grow Greater Burlington meeting this morning.

Marcy Murphy presented the 28E Agreement with Southeast lowa Case Management Services. This group
has been together for 26 years. They serve fourteen counties to coordinate their case management services and share
resources through Independent Case Management, Inc. They have not been notified that their cases will be taken
over by June 30™. They recently lost three case managers. The new agreement will be effective July 1, 2017 to June
30, 2018. Broeker motioned to approve the 28E Agreement. Cary seconded.

Accounts payable claims in the amount of $1,225,823.24 were approved upon motion made by Cary.
Broeker seconded.

Budget Director Cheryl McVey presented a resolution for the 2017/2018 Appropriations to operate county
offices and departments. Total county appropriations are $37,499,730. Broeker motioned to approve the
appropriations. Cary seconded.

RESOLUTION
APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO OPERATE COUNTY OFFICES AND DEPARTMENTS FOR
FISCAL YEAR 2018

WHEREAS, in accordance with Section 331.434(6) of the Code of lowa, the Board of Supervisors of Des Moines
County, lowa, is required to appropriate funds to operate all offices and departments of said county for Fiscal Year
2018.

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Supervisors do hereby authorize the appropriations for Fiscal
year 2018 as follows:

SECTION 1: The amounts itemized by department on the following Schedule A are hereby appropriated from
resources of each fund as itemized.

SECTION 2: Subject to the provisions of other county procedures and regulations, and applicable state law, the
appropriations authorized under Section 1 shall constitute authorization for the department or officer listed to make
expenditures or incur obligations from the itemized fund, effective July 1, 2017.

SECTION 3: In accordance with Section 331.437, Code of lowa, no department or officer shall expend or contract



to expend any money or incur any liability, or enter into any contract which by its terms involves the expenditure of
money for any purpose in excess of the amount appropriated pursuant to this resolution.

SECTION 4: If at any time during the budget year the Auditor shall ascertain that the available resources of a fund
for that year will be less than said funds total appropriations, she shall immediately so inform the Board and
recommend appropriate corrective action.

SECTION 5: The Auditor shall establish separate accounts for the appropriations authorized in Section 1, each of
which account shall indicate on a report the status of such accounts to the applicable department monthly during the
budget year.

SECTION 6: All appropriations authorized pursuant to this resolution lapse at the close of business June 30, 2018.

They discussed
provider contracts and approved the amended 28E agreement. There will be a soft opening for the 24hr. Crisis Line
for mental health. The phone number is 1-877-404-4770. He attended a joint meeting with Henry and Lee County
last week to discuss the Medical Examiner position. They will coordinate a search for a joint medical examiner for
all three counties. Nine officers will have completed the Crisis Intervention Training by the end of May. Our region
plans to have a trainer by this time next year.
